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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 09/921,996, filed 08-06-2001 . 
Claims 1-2 are currently pending. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The draftsman has approved the drawing filed with this application as formal 
drawing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sekine et 
al.('880). Sekine et al. discloses a metallic belt for a CVT, the belt comprising a metal 
ring assembly formed of a plurality of endless metal rings (15) laminated one on 
another, a large number of metal elements (20) each having a ring slot into which the 
metal ring assembly is fitted, an endless resilient member (30, the retainer) which is 
deformable radially is disposed between a radially outer edge of the metal ring slot in 
the metal element and a radially outer peripheral surface of the metal ring assembly 
(15). 
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In claim 2, it is apparent that the peripheral length of the radially inner surface is 
longer than the radially outer peripheral surface of the metal ring assembly. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Matsuo('401 ) discloses a metallic driving belt comprising a 
plurality of metal rings (10) arranged the slot a plurality of adjacent metal block, wherein 
the rings includes a resilient metal stripe (14) between the upper surface of the slot and 
the upper surface of the rings (12). Yagasaki('637) discloses a metal belt with a 
plurality of metal rings (20) in a slot of the metal blocks (11). Hattori('371 ) discloses a 
metal v-belt. WO('00/28237) discloses a metal v belt with a resilient metal (20) ring 
between the upper surface of a slot in a v-block (34) and the upper surface of a plurality 
of metal rings (18). Giacosa('361) and JP('59-50252) disclose a metal belt for a drive 
transmission. DT('2557724) and DT(2414891) disclose a v-belt for a transmission.
